Claims 1 and 3 

The inventions of claims 1 and 3 do not appear to be novel based on document 1 
cited in the ISR. Document 1 (e.g. claim 1) has a similar description to claim 1. Also, a 
feedback relating to claim 3 is described in document 1 (column 6, line 30 to column 7, line 
8). 

Claims 4 and 6 

The invention of claim 4 does not appear to be novel based on document 1 . 
Document 1 (e.g. claim 1) has a description that includes a subject matter of claim 4. Also, a 
feedback relating to claim 6 is described in document 1 (column 6, line 30 to column 7, line 
8). 

Claim 5 

The invention of claim 5 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 1, and document 2 cited in the ISR. Applying an idea of recursive repetition 
described in document 2 (paragraph 0041) to document 1 would be easy for a party skilled 
in the art. 

Claim 7 

The invention of claim 7 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 1, and document 3 cited in the ISR. To document 1 , applying the description of 
installing a program into a computer of document 3 would be easy for a party skilled in the 
art.
